Boston. Aug. 17.—-Butter buyers have 


fallen back to a considerable extent on 
the cold storage stock, which Is coming 
out In first-class condition, and can be 
used Instead of the best fresh now ar- 
riving, 'fins is the main cause of the 
Inaction at present, and it limy have Its 
influence on tho market for a week or 
two more. The principal factor in the 
maintenance of prices is the falling off 
In receipts, both her* and in New York, 
and if the decrease continues much 
longer it must lead to some advance 
But advices from the west indicate that 
the shrinkage in live flow of milk has 
been stopped and Uiat the make of butter 
has touched its lowest point. This may 
lead to increased receipts, and the de- 
Iflciency of the past two weeks may be 
paitlally made up. 


Strictly extra Vermont, New Hamp- 


shire and northern New York creamery 
wus quoted at 15 t" 1'JVa cents, but very 
fvw receivers expected to get over 1H 
oc-nU for straight invoices. Where lots 
were broken up IS1" to 20 cents were 
named, but this Is no more than a job- 
Ibing business.

tbat envelops every thing in n gray pall, 
obscures tbe view i»ud confuses tho gun- 
ners. (July one of our ships has bceu 
using cordite, the wonderful smokeless 
powder which the English navy has 
adopted. The results with this ship, tho 
N'ew Orleans, were truly aniiir.ing. Tho 
rapidity, accuracy and precision of her 
pre were the admiration of all observers. 
Smokeless powder has several advan- 
tages. There is no obscuring of the 
view, the explosion producing the merest 
haze, wbich lasts but an instant. 
It 


leaves but little residuum in the gun, 
has much more power and is every way 
more desirable. Higher muzzle velocity 
is obtained with a projectile, as the 
powder burns much more slowly than 
the ordinary sort, aud, therefore, gen- 
erates more gas as the ball travels up to 
tbeimonth of the gnu. The demand for 
smokeless powder seems to be one of the 
imperatives of the immediate future.— 
New York Ledger.

(•'clock in the afternoon. 
In the bay Ad- 


miral Dewcy's fleet thundered a na- 
tional salute. 


The combined naval and land forces 


were employed in the capture of the 
Spanish strong-hold of the Philippines. 
At 9 o'clock in the morning the signal to 
begin firing: was set on Admiral Dewey's 
(lag-ship. The authorities in the city and 
the consuls of foreign powers had been 
previously notified of tho intended bom- 
bardment. For two hours groat shells 
were thrown into the city. 


After the bombardment the troops 


moved forward to attack the Spaniards 
in tho trenches. There had been no re- 
ply to l>ewe>'s bombardment, but the 
land forces met with a hot reception. 


But the onward rush of the~Vmerieans 


could not be stayed. With a loss of five 
killed and over two score woundfd, they 
drove back the Spaniards and captured 
the trenches. In a short time the white 
flag was raised by the Dons, and 7000 
soldiers, 12,600 rifles and a great quantitj 
of ammunition was surrendered. 


The Spanish loss has not yet been as- 


certained. It is probably several times, 
as. large as that of the American forces 


The Spanish forces numbered about 


3000 men, but they were well intrenched 
Nearly 10,000 Am«rlcans were engaged In 
the assault, and their losses under the 
circumstances are considered small. The 
Colorado troops were the fist to storm 
the trenches, and every man was a 
hero. 
When the white flag w«nt up Captain 


General Augustin jumped Into a launch 
from the German cruiser Kaiserin Au 
gusta. The cruiser then, left with him 
on board for Hon«-Kong°.
